ACTION THE KEYNOTE AT 

WE THE PEOPLE MEETING 

It is doubtful If ever In recent history has there 
been a meeting of such significance to rightwingers 
as that which took place in Chicago over the week¬ 
end of September 17. It was enough to make even 
the most pessimistic patriot lift his eyes once again 
to the hope that Americanism andConslilutionalism 
can be substituted for the alien growth which has 
sprung up in Washington. 

For at that time, over six hundred patriots from 
all sections of the country met in dogged determin¬ 
ation to form some sort of political strategy and 
ACTION group capable of counteracting the im¬ 
posing array ol totalitarian Dealers lined up against 
all anti-mantlsts and nationalists. It is a fact of 
great importance that this intention was fulfilled. 

In attendance were most of the leading patriots 
of the country. Rather than list some, and inad¬ 
vertently omit others, we will not list any. How¬ 
ever, just think of almost any name in the FIRST 
NATIONAL DIRECTORY of "Rightist" Croups 
($1.75 - order from RIGHT), and chances are that 
that person was in attendance! 

The meeting itself was an excellent demonstra¬ 
tion of what leadership and good will can do to 
overcome the built-in weakness of the rightwing: 
disunity. This leadership came from many sources, 
but greatest credit should perhaps be given to Harry 
Evcringham, Jerome Joachim and the two Commit¬ 
tee leaders, E. Cordon Fox and Elmer V. McCarthy, 
all of whom proved their ability and patriotism. 

The whole Convention was exceptionally wcll- 
organized, from arrangements for the various affiant 
and Committees to efficient handling of literature, 
etc. This In itself deserves praise and shows first- 
class organisational skill. The two Committees, 
one apiece on Platform and Strategy, met with del¬ 
egates from 38 states in attendance. From each 
came a powerful Resolution containing the results 
of the close study and intense debate In which the 
delegates had engaged. 

The high point of the meeting came on Sunday, 
September 18, at which time the Resolutions were 
presented to the body as a whole. Then was the

CONGRESS OF FREEDOM 

ANNOUNCES DALLAS THEME 

Timing their meeting with the We, The People 
conclave, the Board of the Congress of Freedom al¬ 
so deliberated in Chicago. On the agenda were 
various matters, among which were further plans 
for the next Congress, to he held in Dallas next 
April. Among others, the following important res¬ 
olution was adopted: 

Because we feel that everything else is being 
placed ahead of freedom, it is the seme of the 
Board that the program theme for die 1956Con¬ 
gress of Freedom be "Constitutional Freedom 
First," embracing: (l)The Bricker Amendment, 
(2) The UN, (3)Rrpeal of the 16th Amendment, 
(4) Tax-free and/or other subversive organiza¬ 
tions, (5) The freeing of our falsely-held POW’s 
in China and elsewhere, (6) The sacrifice of 
freedom resulting from our foreign policy of 
appeasement,(7)Such other subjects as the Pro¬ 
gram Committee shall deem necessary. 

Soon to be published by Uie Congress is a hook, 
entitled, "The Truth About the UN." This will con¬ 
tain the complete results of the panel meetings and 
transcripts of the speeches which took place at the 
recent San Francisco meeting. The book will sell 
for $3 apiece. Those who have paid $5, the figure 
originally set, will receive two copies. This hook 
will be the first and only comprehensive, documen¬ 
ted and detailed criticism of the United Nations 
which has yet appeared. 

Elected to the Board were Mr. W. L. Foster, of 
the United States Day Committee, Mr. Dan Smoot 
and Mr. Harry Evcringham. To the National Ad¬ 
visory Committee were added Mr. Milton Lory, 
past President General, Sons of the American Revo¬ 
lution, and Mr. Robert LeFcvre, former Executive 
Director of the Congress of Freedom and now ed¬ 
itor of the Colorado Springs Gazette Telegraph. 

Mr. George Thomas, Executive Director, an¬ 
nounced after the meeting that other very import¬ 
ant matters were acted upon. The present upsurge 
of patriotic feeling among large groups of Ameri¬ 
cans hat brought witn it many new ideas to increase 
the influence of and degree of cooperation between 
pro-Constitution groups. It is hoped that an an- 
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pounce ment of extreme importance can be made 
in the near future.

PROPOSED NEW PARTY 

Indicative of the tremendous interest and activ¬ 
ity being shown already in the forthcoming Presi¬ 
dential election, another new Party has just been 
formed by Kent and Phoebe Courtney, the publish¬ 
ers of the hard-hitting patriotic journal, "Free Men 
Speak."

GEORGE RACEY JORDAN 

CALLS FOR CONGRESSIONAL 

INVESTIGATION 

Maj. George Racey Jordan, the patriot who was 
in charge of the Crcat Falls, Montana shipping 
point where all of our important military and tech¬ 
nological secrets were sent during the last war to 
the Russians through the machinations of hordes of 
traitors in Washington, spoke in the San Francisco 
area this month. Maj. Jordan is now the Executive 
Director of the American Coalition of Patriotic

LUCILLE MILLER TELLS OF 
HORROR:PLIGHT OF EZRA POUND 

Mrs. Lucille Miller, the fighting Vermont Lady 
patriot and polemicist who had the gall to complain 
about Washington Reds and totalitarian and uncon¬ 
stitutional conscription laws, whereupon her home 
was invaded by an arm of the American Gestapo, 
she was gassed into unconsciousness, hustled off to 
an insane asylum five hundred miles away and 
threatened with physical mutilation by government 
inquisitors like federal Judge Ernest Gibson, is back 
in circulation after her ordcaL None the worse for 
wear, hut angrier than ever at the treatment she 
received,she has issued a thought-provoking bulle¬ 
tin calling lor abolishment of sections 4244 and 
4246 of the U. S. Code. Under these laws the gov¬ 
ernment has assumed autliority to usurp the Bill of 
Rights by simply accwing a political opponent of 
being "insane" in a closed hearing and then locking 
them up forever, or cutting and destroying their 
brain. Concerning Ezra Pound, Mrs. Miller says: 

Ezra Pound, one of the current batch of political 
prisoners, has hern in St. Elizabeth's for ten 
years with every prospect of staying on unless 
rescued. He is there because he made sassy re¬ 
marks about the geniuses who bestowed iqton us 
the New Deal and an endless senes of foreign 
wars to make the world safe for Soviet Democ¬ 
racy. Before you could say "Felix Frankfurter" 
Ezra Pound was whisked off to St. E., charged 
with some kind of vague sedition. Nobody knows 
any more what the original charges were, if in¬ 
deed anybody ever knew. 

Howard Hall, called the Hell Hole, is St. 
Elizabeth's toughest maximum security strong¬ 
hold, bristling with obstructive devices and girt 
about by a 30 ft. wall to contain the most des¬ 
perate and violent of insane criminals. The 
roars, shrieks, and cunes of the fiends bottled up 
in the Hell Hole float over the whole City of 
the Damned, to fetch answering screams and ob¬ 
scene curses from far away WR8, the roost vio¬ 
lent female ward. Now fitra Pound has been a 
poet and a scholar all his life and even hi* worst 
enemies would never call him violent, but when 
they got him within the cruel walls of SL Eliz¬ 
abeth's they kept him in the Hell Hole for a 
WHOLE YEAR, just to let him know they were 
not fooling.

crucial time which would show if the American 
rightwing would be able to bury their minor differ¬ 
ences in order to agree on the basic and vitally- 
important things. At many times, it seemed as if 
the differences were too hotly-contested to ever be 
resolved in general accord. However, thanks to tire 
inherent intelligence and self-control of practically 
all in attendance (not to mention the highly com¬ 
mendable feats of leadership and impartiality dis¬ 
played by Mr. Joachim and Mr. Everingham), the 
two Resolutions -- with minor alterations — were 
adopted.

fortitude than they thought a poet would have 
so after a year they gave up and put him in a 
better building. 

Observe the contrast between the treatment 
dealt out to Ezra Pound who was accused of 
being too friendly to the Italians and the treat¬ 
ment accorded to Alger Hiss and Owen Latti- 
more, both publicly accused of sympathy with 
Communist Governments. Ezra Pound has never 
had a trial or hearing or any chance to explain 
or defend his views, whatever these may be. He 
was rushed to the grim fastness of St. Elizabeth's 
in secret. Lattimorc on the other hand had many 
hearings before Senate Committees, all of which 
were covered ftdly and in a friendly manner by 
the press. At the conclusion of one series of 
hearings, the late Sen. Pat McCarran described 
Owen Lattimore as "a conscious and articulate 
tool of Soviet policy". If the lies told by Lalt- 
imorc cannot be called perjury they certainly 
look like "delusions", yet imagine the uproar if 
somebody had ever suggested that such a fancy 
liar as Lattimore might possibly be a trifle un¬ 
well mentally. Judge Youngdahl, so far from 
asking Lattimorc if he was feeling all right, 
dismissed the charges of Communist sympathy 
as too "vague" and Lattimore has had no dis¬ 
comfort beyond the anguish he says he felt when 
people doubted his perfect righteousness.

A SPECIAL RIGHT REPORT : If you happened to be listening at the right 
time the other night you may have caught on your radio a rather unexpected 
statement. An Archbishop C, C, Addison was quoted as saying that the NAACP is 
a fraud; that it was dominated by White men and that its policies were coccrun- 
ist-inspired, 

It is not the unquestioned truth of this statement that makes it so in¬ 
teresting but rather the fact that it was allowed on the radio. If your ears 
picked up the significant fact that Archbishop Addison is a Negro, this nay 
have explained the matter to you. 

The Negro nationalist movement has a long, fascinating history; consider¬ 
ably longer than the NAACP-coranunlst movement for integration. The alert stu¬ 
dent of this suppressed chapter of the American story will come to the probable 
conclusion that the plot against civilization is much worse than he had imag¬ 
ined because the fact will emerge that the drive to mongrelization promoted by 
the NAACP and related groups is not only contrary to the desires of the White 
man but also to the desires of the Black man! 

Absolute proof of this extreme-sounding statement is seen by comparing the 
support that the NAACP has been able to drum up among Negroes, with the follow¬ 
ing of Marcus Sarvey, a Jamaica Black who—only three decades ago—inspired 
perhaps six million of his co-racialists to support his back-to-Africa crusade. 
The membership of the NAACP is only about 300,000 persons, most of whom are 
either white or very light—skinned 1 For more information on Carver and his 
abortive movement, see Black Moses, by E, D, Cronin, (Univ, of Wise, Press, 
1955) WWtten by a liberal and therefore inaccurate in many instances, the 
book is nevertheless valuable for its revelation of a whole new and practically 
virgin field of Rightwing activity. 

The 1-, port ant thing that the history of Negro nationalism to date has to 
teach the Rightwing is that its failure is the result of the failure of the 
American White man to support it, and certainly not the result of the failure 
of the Negro to respond to pan-Africa emotionalism . 

It is without doubt true that the supremacy of the NAACP and its policies 
is solely due to its promotion by White subversives, who are still in complete 
oontrol of the movement. Had any Negro nationalist group ever received a 
fraction of the support that the NAACP has, there would be no race problem in 
America today. 

Only one White man has consistently supported these worthy Negroes in 
their fruitless quest for independence and self-determination, and that unsung 
hero is Col, Earnest Sevier Cox, of Richmond, Virginia. (924 E. Main Street) 
Cox has stuck by these groups through thick and thin. A truly original think¬ 
er and author in his own right, here is a man who will go down in history as 
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pressing interest in Negro nationalism, 
seeing in it a solution to many problems. One group, the JOINT COUNCIL FOR RE¬ 
PATRIATION, (Box 67, Sausalito, Calif,) even sees the cure for the growing ag¬ 
ricultural and Industrial surplusses in the proposed repatriation program and 
suggests that each Liberian pioneer be given $1000 worth of farm and factory pro¬ 
ducts each year for his lifetime. This, they argue, would be much cheaper than 
foreign aid and it would solve economic and social problems instead of create 
them. In addition, it would offer a great incentive to families which other¬ 
wise might not be attracted.

Then there is J. W. Jones, the owner-publisher of the 
New Albany, Mississippi Comnunlty Citizen, who heads an anti-NAACP group called 
the NEGRO AMERICANS, and who minces no words fighting NAACP subversion.

The protest national protest vote against both 
major Party Presidential contestants ran to at 
least MAO,000 and perhaps to 400,00 or more.

ACTION THE KEYNOTE AT 

WE THE PEOPLE MEETING 

It is doubtful If ever In recent history has there 
been a meeting of such significance to rightwingers 
as that which took place in Chicago over the week¬ 
end of September 17. It was enough to make even 
the most pessimistic patriot lift his eyes once again 
to the hope that Americanism andConslilutionalism 
can be substituted for the alien growth which has 
sprung up in Washington. 

For at that time, over six hundred patriots from 
all sections of the country met in dogged determin¬ 
ation to form some sort of political strategy and 
ACTION group capable of counteracting the im¬ 
posing array ol totalitarian Dealers lined up against 
all anti-mantlsts and nationalists. It is a fact of 
great importance that this intention was fulfilled. 

In attendance were most of the leading patriots 
of the country. Rather than list some, and inad¬ 
vertently omit others, we will not list any. How¬ 
ever, just think of almost any name in the FIRST 
NATIONAL DIRECTORY of "Rightist" Croups 
($1.75 - order from RIGHT), and chances are that 
that person was in attendance! 

The meeting itself was an excellent demonstra¬ 
tion of what leadership and good will can do to 
overcome the built-in weakness of the rightwing: 
disunity. This leadership came from many sources, 
but greatest credit should perhaps be given to Harry 
Evcringham, Jerome Joachim and the two Commit¬ 
tee leaders, E. Cordon Fox and Elmer V. McCarthy, 
all of whom proved their ability and patriotism. 

The whole Convention was exceptionally wcll- 
organized, from arrangements for the various affiant 
and Committees to efficient handling of literature, 
etc. This In itself deserves praise and shows first- 
class organisational skill. The two Committees, 
one apiece on Platform and Strategy, met with del¬ 
egates from 38 states in attendance. From each 
came a powerful Resolution containing the results 
of the close study and intense debate In which the 
delegates had engaged. 

The high point of the meeting came on Sunday, 
September 18, at which time the Resolutions were 
presented to the body as a whole. Then was the

CONGRESS OF FREEDOM 

ANNOUNCES DALLAS THEME 

Timing their meeting with the We, The People 
conclave, the Board of the Congress of Freedom al¬ 
so deliberated in Chicago. On the agenda were 
various matters, among which were further plans 
for the next Congress, to he held in Dallas next 
April. Among others, the following important res¬ 
olution was adopted: 

Because we feel that everything else is being 
placed ahead of freedom, it is the seme of the 
Board that the program theme for die 1956Con¬ 
gress of Freedom be "Constitutional Freedom 
First," embracing: (l)The Bricker Amendment, 
(2) The UN, (3)Rrpeal of the 16th Amendment, 
(4) Tax-free and/or other subversive organiza¬ 
tions, (5) The freeing of our falsely-held POW’s 
in China and elsewhere, (6) The sacrifice of 
freedom resulting from our foreign policy of 
appeasement,(7)Such other subjects as the Pro¬ 
gram Committee shall deem necessary. 

Soon to be published by Uie Congress is a hook, 
entitled, "The Truth About the UN." This will con¬ 
tain the complete results of the panel meetings and 
transcripts of the speeches which took place at the 
recent San Francisco meeting. The book will sell 
for $3 apiece. Those who have paid $5, the figure 
originally set, will receive two copies. This hook 
will be the first and only comprehensive, documen¬ 
ted and detailed criticism of the United Nations 
which has yet appeared. 

Elected to the Board were Mr. W. L. Foster, of 
the United States Day Committee, Mr. Dan Smoot 
and Mr. Harry Evcringham. To the National Ad¬ 
visory Committee were added Mr. Milton Lory, 
past President General, Sons of the American Revo¬ 
lution, and Mr. Robert LeFcvre, former Executive 
Director of the Congress of Freedom and now ed¬ 
itor of the Colorado Springs Gazette Telegraph. 

Mr. George Thomas, Executive Director, an¬ 
nounced after the meeting that other very import¬ 
ant matters were acted upon. The present upsurge 
of patriotic feeling among large groups of Ameri¬ 
cans hat brought witn it many new ideas to increase 
the influence of and degree of cooperation between 
pro-Constitution groups. It is hoped that an an- 
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pounce ment of extreme importance can be made 
in the near future.

Maj. George Racey Jordan, the patriot who was

In in interview overstate of the Nation on Oct¬ 
ober 9, William F. Buckley, Jr., brilliant young 
author, elated that a new 32-page weekly publica¬ 
tion, of which he will be editor and publisher, it to 
appear on November 1. The name of the magazine 
is to be the "National Review." 

Mr. Buckley stated that he believes that the lib¬ 
erals should be taken seriously in their unctuous 
protestations that "all opinions” on public questions 
should be beard and therefore the "National Review" 
is being initiated. "There is one point of view not 
being expressed in the country and that is the con¬ 
servative right," said Mr. Buckley. 

CITIZENS' COUNCILS TO 

PUBLISH NEWSPAPER 

The first Annual Report of the Association of 
Citizens' Councils of Mississippi contains announce¬ 
ments of the inauguration of a newspaper for that 
body. The Citizens' Councils are the group of states' 
rights organizations which now extend through seven 
Southern states and which have allied organizations 
in four more. The Councils have had the most 
phenomenal growth of any Constitutionalist organ¬ 
ization in America because of their leadership and 
the gravity of the issues. 

The new paper, as yet apparently unnamed, is 
due to appear soon.

HORROR:PLIGHT OF EZRA POUND 

Mrs. Lucille Miller, the fighting Vermont Lady 
patriot and polemicist who had the gall to complain 
about Washington Reds and totalitarian and uncon¬ 
stitutional conscription laws, whereupon her home 
was invaded by an arm of the American Gestapo, 
she was gassed into unconsciousness, hustled off to 
an insane asylum five hundred miles away and 
threatened with physical mutilation by government 
inquisitors like federal Judge Ernest Gibson, is back 
in circulation after her ordcaL None the worse for 
wear, hut angrier than ever at the treatment she 
received,she has issued a thought-provoking bulle¬ 
tin calling lor abolishment of sections 4244 and 
4246 of the U. S. Code. Under these laws the gov¬ 
ernment has assumed autliority to usurp the Bill of 
Rights by simply accwing a political opponent of 
being "insane" in a closed hearing and then locking 
them up forever, or cutting and destroying their 
brain. Concerning Ezra Pound, Mrs. Miller says: 

Ezra Pound, one of the current batch of political 
prisoners, has hern in St. Elizabeth's for ten 
years with every prospect of staying on unless 
rescued. He is there because he made sassy re¬ 
marks about the geniuses who bestowed iqton us 
the New Deal and an endless senes of foreign 
wars to make the world safe for Soviet Democ¬ 
racy. Before you could say "Felix Frankfurter" 
Ezra Pound was whisked off to St. E., charged 
with some kind of vague sedition. Nobody knows 
any more what the original charges were, if in¬ 
deed anybody ever knew. 

Howard Hall, called the Hell Hole, is St. 
Elizabeth's toughest maximum security strong¬ 
hold, bristling with obstructive devices and girt 
about by a 30 ft. wall to contain the most des¬ 
perate and violent of insane criminals. The 
roars, shrieks, and cunes of the fiends bottled up 
in the Hell Hole float over the whole City of 
the Damned, to fetch answering screams and ob¬ 
scene curses from far away WR8, the roost vio¬ 
lent female ward.

crucial time which would show if the American 
rightwing would be able to bury their minor differ¬ 
ences in order to agree on the basic and vitally- 
important things.

fortitude than they thought a poet would have 
so after a year they gave up and put him in a 
better building. 

Observe the contrast between the treatment 
dealt out to Ezra Pound who was accused of 
being too friendly to the Italians and the treat¬ 
ment accorded to Alger Hiss and Owen Latti- 
more, both publicly accused of sympathy with 
Communist Governments. Ezra Pound has never 
had a trial or hearing or any chance to explain 
or defend his views, whatever these may be. He 
was rushed to the grim fastness of St. Elizabeth's 
in secret. Lattimorc on the other hand had many 
hearings before Senate Committees, all of which 
were covered ftdly and in a friendly manner by 
the press. At the conclusion of one series of 
hearings, the late Sen. Pat McCarran described 
Owen Lattimore as "a conscious and articulate 
tool of Soviet policy". If the lies told by Lalt- 
imorc cannot be called perjury they certainly 
look like "delusions", yet imagine the uproar if 
somebody had ever suggested that such a fancy 
liar as Lattimore might possibly be a trifle un¬ 
well mentally. Judge Youngdahl, so far from 
asking Lattimorc if he was feeling all right, 
dismissed the charges of Communist sympathy 
as too "vague" and Lattimore has had no dis¬ 
comfort beyond the anguish he says he felt when 
people doubted his perfect righteousness. For 
this the whole U. S. Government will never get 
over apologizing. 

Alger lUss stole Government documents by 
the acre and gave them to other Communists 
who said they needed them for something or 
other. For this lovable weakness Hiss served 3- 
1/3 years in prison, but Ezra Pound has put ten 
yean in St. Elizabeth's which is worse than 
any prison, and for what? Hiss tried to kiss off 
his early red affiliations by pleading that he was 
"confused". Did anybody ever hint that Hiss 
should have psychiatric aid to unconfuse him? 
On the contrary, the psychiatrists were turned 
loose on everybody who dared to question the 
perfect righteousness of Alger Hiss.

A SPECIAL RIGHT REPORT : If you happened to be listening at the right 
time the other night you may have caught on your radio a rather unexpected 
statement. An Archbishop C, C, Addison was quoted as saying that the NAACP is 
a fraud; that it was dominated by White men and that its policies were coccrun- 
ist-inspired, 

It is not the unquestioned truth of this statement that makes it so in¬ 
teresting but rather the fact that it was allowed on the radio. If your ears 
picked up the significant fact that Archbishop Addison is a Negro, this nay 
have explained the matter to you. 

The Negro nationalist movement has a long, fascinating history; consider¬ 
ably longer than the NAACP-coranunlst movement for integration. The alert stu¬ 
dent of this suppressed chapter of the American story will come to the probable 
conclusion that the plot against civilization is much worse than he had imag¬ 
ined because the fact will emerge that the drive to mongrelization promoted by 
the NAACP and related groups is not only contrary to the desires of the White 
man but also to the desires of the Black man! 

Absolute proof of this extreme-sounding statement is seen by comparing the 
support that the NAACP has been able to drum up among Negroes, with the follow¬ 
ing of Marcus Sarvey, a Jamaica Black who—only three decades ago—inspired 
perhaps six million of his co-racialists to support his back-to-Africa crusade. 
The membership of the NAACP is only about 300,000 persons, most of whom are 
either white or very light—skinned 1 For more information on Carver and his 
abortive movement, see Black Moses, by E, D, Cronin, (Univ, of Wise, Press, 
1955) WWtten by a liberal and therefore inaccurate in many instances, the 
book is nevertheless valuable for its revelation of a whole new and practically 
virgin field of Rightwing activity. 

The 1-, port ant thing that the history of Negro nationalism to date has to 
teach the Rightwing is that its failure is the result of the failure of the 
American White man to support it, and certainly not the result of the failure 
of the Negro to respond to pan-Africa emotionalism . 

It is without doubt true that the supremacy of the NAACP and its policies 
is solely due to its promotion by White subversives, who are still in complete 
oontrol of the movement. Had any Negro nationalist group ever received a 
fraction of the support that the NAACP has, there would be no race problem in 
America today. 

Only one White man has consistently supported these worthy Negroes in 
their fruitless quest for independence and self-determination, and that unsung 
hero is Col, Earnest Sevier Cox, of Richmond, Virginia. (924 E. Main Street) 
Cox has stuck by these groups through thick and thin. A truly original think¬ 
er and author in his own right, here is a man who will go down in history as 
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pressing interest in Negro nationalism, 
seeing in it a solution to many problems. One group, the JOINT COUNCIL FOR RE¬ 
PATRIATION, (Box 67, Sausalito, Calif,) even sees the cure for the growing ag¬ 
ricultural and Industrial surplusses in the proposed repatriation program and 
suggests that each Liberian pioneer be given $1000 worth of farm and factory pro¬ 
ducts each year for his lifetime. This, they argue, would be much cheaper than 
foreign aid and it would solve economic and social problems instead of create 
them. In addition, it would offer a great incentive to families which other¬ 
wise might not be attracted.

Each of the above have their own history and goals. But their interests 
are cotaaon in that they fight for a chance for the Negro to stand on his own two 
feet. There are individuals, too. For instance, Samuel A. Davis, of 2430 S. 
State St., Chicago, is a prolific writer on repatriation from the religious 
viewpoint. Davis declares that his people are descended from the lo3t tribes of 
Israel and finds biblical passages to show a great and independent future in 
store for the Negro race. Then there is J. W. Jones, the owner-publisher of the 
New Albany, Mississippi Comnunlty Citizen, who heads an anti-NAACP group called 
the NEGRO AMERICANS, and who minces no words fighting NAACP subversion. 

Planned for November by the UNIVERSAL AFRICAN NATIONALIST MOVEMENT is a 
"Big Meeting” in Washington, The purpose of this demonstration will be to press 
for the passage of S 276, a bill introduced by Senator William Danger at the be¬ 
hest of many Negro nationalist groups. This Bill is designed to aid persons 
desirous of emigrating to Liberia. The plans for this giant demonstration seem 
well-thought out and are certainly worthwhile. The NAACP, incidentally, has 
formally announced its opposition to this Bill, proving that it has only one 
interest: troublemaking and only one aim: oongrelization.

WAR SCARE HURTS PROTEST VOTE 

The protest national protest vote against both 
major Party Presidential contestants ran to at 
least MAO,000 and perhaps to 400,00 or more. In 
only South Carolina and Tennessee did the third 
Party ticket hold the balance of power. 

Full information will be available in December; 
until then, here is a conservative and incomplete 
tally of eight States with a protest ticket on the 
ballot: Ala., 18,000; Ark., 45300; La., 41.000; 
Mita., 38,000; S.C.. 87,400; Tenn., 20,000; Tex., 
12,IKK); Va., 41,500. Add to this six other States 
with a ticket on the ballot plus many thousands 
of write-ins in the remaining 30 Stares. 

Obstacles placed in the path of Constitutional¬ 
ists were many and varied. 'Die press was gener¬ 
ally hostile and usually ignored the movement 
altogether. In some localities, officials tried inti¬ 
midation or trickery to keep patriots from voting 
such as in New York. 

Here are three Kightwing comments: Humphrey 
B. Neill says that "the majority vote in America 
is a liberal, left-veering massive vote.’* Harry T. 
Everingham. of WE, THE PEOPLE, said, "Our 
greatest need is broad education. Even many who 
arc instinctively conservative need to be further 
enlightened and activated before they will need 
any call outside their old Party.” Philip Lee 
Eubank, CONSTITUTION PAftTY National 
Chaiman points out that in Texas, where the 
Party is strongest, the Presidential ticket received 
less than one-third the votes that State and local 


Back in 1952, announcer Irving R. Levine (who 
is now reporting from Moscow) told the net¬ 
work's listeners that Congressional hearings had 
"discredited" Jordan's documented talcs of Com¬ 
munist subversion in Washington.

I iberaJs have a way <>4 corrupting every tiling 
they touch, and this has been so true in the field 
of thought that many normal persons base formed 
the habit of simple discounting in ads ante any¬ 
thing which sounds at all “scholarly.'
